- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Fonn is not an attachment to a signed Office action)

Applicant proposed amendments to claim 1, and discussed furhter amending claim 1 in line 8 to replace 
"discharging position" to - -state- It appears that these amendments to claim 1 indicating that the discharge device is 
at least partially within the space that accommodates the meat products would overcome the 35 U.S.C. 102(b) 
rejection to Corominas US 4791705. However, a furhter search and/or consideration would be needed to determine the 
patentability of the claims. 
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
